LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 31— (U P )— Federal agents held the 
six survivors of the last cruise of the little yacht Aafje today to 
get to the bottom of one of the strangest stories that ever came 
from the sea—a murderous mutiny that interrupted a placid holiday. 
It was the story of an adventurer who decided to turn pirate, 
who 
chartered a boat, slew 
the skipper, imprisoned the passen­ 
gers, and headed 
into the South Seas. 
He 
ruled the boat with his 
<$>gun until one of the men aboard 
sneaked up 
behind 
him 
and 
brought him down with a marlin 
spike. Then they tossed him over­ 
board. 
As a sequel, the six survivors— 
two men, three women and a child 
—were left adrift in a boat they 
could not handle, with food and 
water nearly gone, no radio to 
summon aid, and their only salva­ 
tion being the chance passing of 
some ship or plane. 
A naval flier on patrol saw 
them,

the coast guard.

The partridge berry is a native plant with evergreen 
foliage and red berries, which forms very flat m ats anywhere from a 
few inches to a few feet In diam-*^- 
----------------------------------------------- 
lar over winter so that the old 
wood is saved, It may be made to 
bloom. 
This tender kind has pink 
or blue flowers depending upon the 
reaction of the soil. 
The flowers 
are pink if the soil Is alkaline and 
blue if the .soil is acid. Blue flow­ 
ers are obtained by the use of 
aluminum sulphate applied to the 
alkaline soil. 
QUESTION 
We have a living 
Christmas tree and would like to 
know what we should do with it. 
ANSWEFi The living Christmas 
tree should be put out as soon as 
possible provided 
you have not 
already allowed it to dry out. 
In 
planting it in the yartl, however, 
remember that although it may be 
small now it is a shade tree, most 
of 
them 
being 
Norway spruce 
which will eventually prow to a 
height of 40 to 50 feet. 
Conse­ 
quently, instead of planting it in 
front of the porch or in the midtile 
of the lawn, it should be planted 
off to one side in a position such 
as you expect to plant a shade 
tree, as an elm or maple. I would 
suggest after planting that you 
mulch the ground around it with 
six inches or so of straw, leaves, 
or peat moss.

Answer: Cut evergreen branches 
make aji excellent shade and win­ 
ter proteection, in fact quite a few 
people make a practice of buying

branches off for just this pur­ 
pose. 
Incidentally, since they are 
worthless to the dealers you can 
usually get a truck load of them 
for next to nothing. 
QUESTION:

Can you tell I 
me how I can make them have 
blue and pink flowers such as we 
see on the hydrangeas that florists 
sell?

common kinds of hydrangea

summer blooming or Snow Hill 
which has white flowers, and the 
fall blooming or Pee Gee which 
has white flowers which turn pink. 
Neither of these can have their 
color changed in any way.

out of doors here in Ohio, will 
usually be killed to the ground and 
consequently will not bloom.

tell me when is the proper time 
to do this?

Trees and shrubs 
may be moved any time in the 
fall, wanter, or spring, when they 
are dormant. 
In fact, they may

cates of a cer­ 
tain diet to pre­ 
vent 
c o l d s . 
E v e r y year I 
hear from peo­ 
ple who have a 
positive preven­ 
tion 
for 
colds. ! 
and it consists 
in

in­ 
stances in eat­ 
ing p l e n t y of 
fruits. 
In fact, 
rn 
forcing 
fruits. 
Now it is logical to assume that 
if a person is on the sam e diet the 
year around there must be another 
factor. Why, on the sam e diet, are 
we likely to catch cold only in win- 
Ur ? 
I am not trying to make an ar- 
Tument against eating plenty of 
fruit. 
The fruits certainly consti­ 
tute a great deal to the health ele­ 
ments in the diet. 
But the theory 
that they change the reaction of 
the body and make it less suscepti­ 
ble to cold is not proved. The the­ 
ory that fruits cause an alkaline 
reaction, which is contrary to the 
acid condition of the body with a 
cold, Is not substantiated by the re­ 
search work on the subject. If the 
body inclines either way when it 
has a cold, it inclines towards alka- I 
Unity rather than acidity. 
More reasonable than the sug- ' 
gestion that fruit overcom es acid- I 
ity, is that it furnishes the body 1 


with 
vitam ins. 
Vitamin 
C 
has 
some power to protect against in­ 
fection 
and is 
present in most 
fruits. 
More especially an anti-in­ 
fective vitamin, however, is Vita­ 
min A. 
It has been suggested defi­ 
nitely as valuable as a preventive 
against colds. 
It is found in but­ 
ter, cheese, carrots, spinach and to­ 
matoes, or can be obtained in con­ 
centrated form from the druggist. 
Proper ventilation in American 
homes, offices, stores, factories and 
movie houses is more important 
than diet in preventing colds. 
Germ Causes Colds 
These factors are, however, only 
contributory to catching cold. The 
primary cause of the common cold 
is a germ, one of the fam ily knowm 
as the filterable viruses. 
It has 
been isolated and cultured outside 
the body by Dr. A. R. Dochez of 
New York, and sprays of this cul­ 
ture in the nose result in an actual 
attack of a cold. Dr. Dochez w'rites 
me, however, that the report that a 
successful vaccine had been pre­ 
pared was untrue. 
We have as yet 
no true vaccine as a preventive of 
the common cold. 
The fact that a spray of the virus 
in the nose will cause an attack 
proves that colds are contagious. 
They are probably contagious only 
in the very earliest stage. 
After 
the virus has entered the nose tis­ 
sue, this becomes sensitive, and any 
number of germ s appear causing 
the later stages of pus and mucous 
discharge, expectoration, etc. 
In 
this later stage a cold is probably 
not contagious at all. 
But in the 
first swelled-up-nose, stuffy, sneez­ 
ing period it is contagious. There­ 
fore, a hot, dry office or moving 
picture theater, plus a half dozen 
people in the early stage, means a 
good chance for catching it.

Ickes said. 
"Big business m ight wisely put 
its own house in order by correct­ 
ing the high-handed practices, or 
by purging itself, of its Fords, its 
Girdlers and its Rands before it 
presumes to tell the people what 
they should or should not do about 
troubles caused by labor laws.” 
Ickes said that big business also 
should "call off its lobbyists, call 
off its newspapers and commen­ 
tators, call off its lawyers . . . 
and play ball with the American 
people . . . ” 
This attack on big business in 
general, and on specific persons, 
brought warnings from congres­ 
sional circles against rousing class 
hatred. 
Referring to Ickes’ speech and 
two during the week by Assistant 
Attorney General Robert H. Jack­ 
son, who began the anti-monopoly 
campaign, Sen. M cCarran said: 
"It Is to be hoped we can es­ 
tablish a healthy business life and 
keep it healthy and wholesome 
without arousing class hatred.

Paulding, who was living aboard 
his yacht in the San Pedro harbor 
and giving gay parties there, and 
who was willing to let his boat for 
short trips, provided he could be 
one of the party.

They set sail Dec. 20. 
Fight Develops 
Soon after they got under way, 
Morgan became quarrelsome, try ­ 
ing to 
pick a 
fight w ith 
the 
skipper. The fight soon developed. 
There were conflicting reports as 
to whether Faulding was ai’med. 
In any event, the federal men 
learned, Morgan shot Faulding to 
death with a pistol and left his 
body lying on the foredeck. 
One 
of 
the 
passengers 
was 
quoted as saying th at the fight 
started over a women, but federal 
men considered the point insignifi­ 
cant. inasmuch as Morgan was 
seeking any pretext to slay the 
skipper. 
John Hanson, local chief of the 
F. B. I., related the survivors’ 
story. 
"They said the Aafje was only 
a few hours out of San Pedro when 
Morgan 
started 
to 
intim idate 
Faulding. 
He had started quar­ 
reling the minute they got out of 
the harbor. 
"Faulding was at the wheel. 
Morgan 
stood 
beside 
him 
and 
ordered: 
‘You do w hat I tell you 
—get away from th at wheel’.” 
"Faulding tried to calm Morgan, 
but it did no good. 
Finally, Mor­ 
gan pulled a gun and shot him. 
All the witnesses say they saw 
him do it. 
They say he shot 
Faulding several times. 
"Morgan then intim idated the 
others at gun point, and locked 
all but his wife in their cabins. 
He gave a gun to Mrs. Morgan 
and ordered her to stand guard 
over them. 
He took control of 
the ship himself.” 
Turned to South 
The shooting occurred off San 
Clemente island, one of a chain 
of small islands within sight of 
the southern California coast. The 
skipper’s body apparently lay on 
deck all night while Morgan turn­ 
ed her nose South, under full sail 
and with his wife fearfully stand­ 
ing guard, started out to realize 
his dreams of adventure. 
"Next day,” Hanson continued, 
"M organ went to the cabins and 
ordered out the two men, George 
Spernack and Robert Horne. 
At 
the point of a gun he forced them 
to wrap up Paulding’* body in a 
blanket. 
He made them tie the 
heavy anchor to the bundle, and 
throw it overboard. 
"He locked the men back into 
their cabins, and sailed on. 
Mrs. 
Morgan managed to slip a little 
food to the prisoners. 
"On Dec. 24, four days out from

San Pedro, Horne escaped from 
his cabin. 
He got a marlin spike 
and hit Morgan on the head with 
it. Then Horne and Spernack said 
they tossed Morgan overboard. 
"They said they didn’t know 
whether he was dead; they said 
they didn’t care.” 
The Aafje was by this time in 
the shark infested w aters off the 
west coast of Mexico. Under Mor­ 
gan’s lone seamanship, the boat 
had sailed 500 miles South of San 
Pedro and was between 300 and 
500 miles offshore. 
Horne and 
Spernack headed N orth again. 
A 
blow took away the A afje’s m ain­ 
sail and littered her deck with 
debris. 
They were short of food 
and water. 
They painted a large 
"SOS” on a sail. 
They 
dealt 
out 
the 
rations 
sparingly,

guard cutter did not reach them 
until last Wednesday, nine days 
after they sailed, it was assumed 
that 
the

The six survivors were taken 
to the county jail at Los Angeles 
as m aterial witnesses to a homi­ 
cide on the high seas aboard a 
ship flying the American flag.
